The  Black  Walnut  is  one  of  our  most 
valuable  trees.  It  is  quite  adaptable  to 
various  soils  and  climates  and  is  found 
in  almost  every  state  in  the  United 
States. 

The  wood  from  the  Black  Walnut  is 
valuable  for  making  all  kinds  of  furni¬ 
ture,  also  gunstocks,  automobile  steer¬ 
ing  wheels  and  numerous  things.  It 
has  many  good  qualities,  the  wood  is 
hard,  heavy,  moderately  straight¬ 
grained  and  strong.
